Hon. G. D. Robertson, minister of 
labor, paid a visit to Montreal last 
week to look into seme of the com- 
plaints which were voiced by a delega- 
tion representative of unemployed re- 
turned soldiers which interviewed the 
minister some time ago. The delega- 
tion stated that the situation in Mont- 
real was bad, and that the civic au- 
thorities were doing practically noth- 
ing to alleviate it. a 


Request for Dismissal of 
Aliens Acceded To 

The protest of the local branch of 
the Great War Veterans’ Association 
concerning the discharge of returned 
soldiers while a number of foreigners 
had been retained in the G.T.P, shops 
at Regina, has not been without ef- 
fect. The foreigners have been dis- 
charged and ex-soldiers put in their 
places. 

In a report to the Dominion Com- 
mand of the association forwarded to 
the Regina Branch, the Minister of 
Labor explains that the foreigners 
were retained in accordance with their 
agreement with the company by which 
men would only be laid off with refer- 
ence to their senority. As the foreign- 
ers, however, were not naturalized 
British subjects, they have, therefore, 
been laid off and returned soldiers re- 
tained in their places. 


Prohibition in America to Stay 

Lord Leverhulme, one of Great 
Britain's largest manufacturers told 
the Daily Post representative on his 
return from a recent visit to the United 
States that ‘‘prohibition in America 
has come to stay—of that you may be 
certain.” 

“The people are settling down under 
it," he continued, “and | believe that 
if put to the popular vote, 75 per cent. 
of the electorate would support its 
continuance, There is not the slightest 
chance that the law against alcoholic 
drinke will ever be repealed,” 


Would Nationalize Medical Men 

Dr. Hett, ex-mayor of Kitchener, in 
an address at Welland, Ont., on the 
nationalization of the medical profes- 
sion, recently stated that about fifty 
per cent. of the operations now being 
performed were unnecessary. He ad- 
vocated that doctors should be under 
government salary and the people edu- 
cated by a system of lectures up to a 
standard of healthful living. 


Merrier Time in Chicago 

The city license commission an- 
nounced recently that it will lay be- 
fore the next meeting of the council 
revenue committee, a plan for issuing 
special licenses to permit a_ limited 
number of cabarets to remain open 
until 2.30 a.m. in Chicago. ‘Many 
feel there should be at least ten places 
where out of town people and others 
whose day closes at midnight or | 
a.m., can go for food and entertain- 
ment," said Alderman A. J. Cermakes.

Carelessness Causes Deaths 

In the case of the deaths of Miss

The jury's verdict read as follows: “We 
find that Dr. Faed was guilty of gross 
carelessness in the matter and also find 
that Dr. Faed believed that he had re- 
ceived neodiarsinol from Dr. Abraham 
Brodey, and we find that Dr. Brodey 
gave Dr. Faed diarsenol instead of 
what he asked for. We find that Dr. 
McConnell is completely exonerated. 
We recommend that in the sale of 
diarsenol and neodiarsenol that the 
packages in which they are contained 
should be so different as to prevent 
future mistakes,

SOME CHRONICLES OF THE DAYS OF THE 


WAR 
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How Canada is Governed 


Some of the rules by which 
the Dominion of Canada is gov- 
erned are found in the British 
North America Act. This was 
passed by the British Parliament 
as a result of a request from the 
people who lived at that time in 
a part of Canada. But it would 
not be possible to tell just from 
reading this Act very much about 
the way Canada is governed. In 
itself it is not unlike the Ameri- 
can constitution, and many peo- 
ple have made the mistake of 
thinking that Canada is governed 
much like the United States. No 
greater mistake could be made, 
for as a matter of fact, the Do- 
minion is governed in nearly the 
same way as Great Britain. 


In the first place the British 
North America Act was passed 
by the British Parliament and 
and 
that is the reason, and the only 
reason it must be obeyed in Can- 
ada. For the same reason any 
other act which the British Parlia- 
ment might pass about Canada 
would be obeyed by Canadians 
unless it caused a rebellion. When 
Canadians desire a change in the 
British constitution they must get 
the British Parliament to make the 
change for them. However, no 
law which Canadians did not 
want, would be forced upon them 
by Great Britain. There are only 
a few.cases in which she passes 
Jaws for Canada, and these cases 
are of such little importance that 
it is not necessary to mention 
them. 


The King's title reads as fol- 
lows: “Of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland and 
of the British Dominions beyond 
the Seas King, Defender of the 
Faith, Emperor of India,’’ which 
means that King George is King 
of the Dominion of Canada as 
well as King of Great Britain and 
Ireland.

called the Governor-General to 
Canada, to take his place. 


It would seem, therefore that 
the King had a great deal of 
power in Canada. As a matter 
of fact he has very little, not so 
much as in Great Britain and that 
is not much. The great power 
which English kings used to have, 
now rests with a few members of 
the British Parliament, so it is not 
really the King of England him- 
self, who sends a Governor-Gen- 
eral to Canada, but the few 
members of the British Parliament 
who are called the Cabinet. 


The same thing is true in Can- 
ada. The power is really in the 
hands of a few members of the 
Canadian Parliament. At the 


ernor-General are not mere figure 
heads. The people who really 
rule and are called the Cabinet, 
always take the King’s and Gover- 
nor-General’s advice, when it is 
good advice, 


THE CANADIAN CABINET 


The men who govern Canada, 
with the consent of the Canadian 
Parliament are members of what 
is called the Cabinet. All of them 
must belong to the King's Privy 
Council for Canada, but there are 
many men who are members of 


of the Cabinet. When a man be- 
comes a member of the Cabinet, 
pe is first made a Privy Council- 
or. 


The leading member of: the 
Cabinet is caJled the first minister 
or Prime Minister. He is the man 
who has been chosen leader by 
the party having the majority in 
the House of Commons, He 
chooses the other members of the 
Cabinet, of whom, at the present 
time, there are eighteen. The 
members of the Canadian Cabinet 
| must always have a majority in 
the House of Commons in sym- 
pathy with them and who will 
vote with them. If this is not the 
case the Cabinet must resign and 
allow those to take charge who 
|have a majority. Or they may 
| dissolve the House of Commons 
| and ‘order a general election in the 
| hope that they may obtain a ma- 
jority from the new members. If 
they do not, they must then re-

THE UPPER HOUSE 


The Parliament of Canada is 
made up of two Houses, the Sen- 
ate and House of Commons. At 
present there are ninety-six sena- 
tors, of whom twenty-four comes 
from the Maritime Provinces, 
twenty-four from the province of 
Quebec; twenty-four from On- 
tario, and the remainder from the 
four western provinces. The 
Senators are not elected by the 
people, but are appointed by the 
Cabinet and hold office for life. 
This is one reason why the Can- | 
adian Senate has so little power 
because, if its members were 
elected by the people the electors 
would be likely to back it up. As 
matters now stand, it represents 
no one in particular and is a very 
much weaker body than the 
American Senate. 
why the Canadian Senate is weak, | 


~ 


There is still another reason 
and that reason is that the Senate 
is not allowed to change any bill 
dealing with taxes or any money 
bill, and such bills cannot start in 
the Senate, but must come from 
the House of Commons. In all 
other respects the Senate may be 
said to resemble the House of 
Commons. 


THE HOUSE OF COMMONS 


It is in the House of Commons 
that the real work of governing 
Canada is carried on. It is called 
the House of Commons after the 
mother House in England and it 
stands for the common people of 
Canada, even though, like any 
other governing body, it often 
makes mistakes. Its members 
are elected by the people and 
hold office for five years. There 
is usually an election every four 
years and an election may be or- 
dered by the Cabinet at any time. 
Nearly every man in Cnada who 
is a British subject has a right to 
vote in an election. The Govern- 
ment of each province decides 
who may vote in that province. 
Anyone who has even a small in- 
come or owns only a little prop- 
erty has the right, and in some 
provinces every one who is a Brit- 
ish subject has a right to vote. In 
some provinces women as well as 
men may vote. British Columbia 
and Manitoba have given full 
suffrage to women which means 
that they may vote in every elec- 
tion whether for the Provincial 
Legislature or the Dominion Par- 
liament or only for a Municipal 
Council and in Manitoba a wo- 
man may be a member of the 
Legislature. In Ontario, Saskat- 
chewan, and Alberta women have 
the right to vote for members of 
the Legislature but only men have 
the right to send members to Par- 
liament. In the other provinces 
only men can vote for either the 


Legislative Assembly or for Par- | 


liament, but even in these prov- 
inces some women may vote on 
municipal affairs. 


The province of Quebec al- 
ways has sixty-five members and 
the number in the other provinces 
is fixed by their population as 
compared with the population of 
Quebec. For instance, a prov- 
ince which has only a quarter or 
half as many people as Quebec 
may elect only a quarter or half 
as many members, Ontario has 
more people than any other prov- 
inceesand of course has more mem- 
bers, At present the House has 
235 members and the number is 
changed, after each census in the 
manner*already described. 


A FEDERAL DOMINION 


Canada has a government for 
the Dominion as a whole and also 
a government for each of its nine 
provinces, as well as a form of 
government for the Yukon Terri- 
tory and for the Northwest Terri- 
tories, 


The Dominion Parliament has 
control over matiers whigh are 
important to the whole of Canada 
while the Provincial Governments 
deal with matters peculiar to the 
provinces, In order that there 


may be as little confusion as pos- | 


sible, certain things are left to the 
Provincial Governments and _ all 
the rest go to the Dominion Par- 
liament. This division is made 
in the British North America Act. 


It sometimes happens that the 
Dominion Parliament leaves ques- 


ernment passes an act which may 
be for the benefit of the province 
but is not in the best interests 
Canada or the Empire, the 
minion Cabinet does not hesitge 
to set it aside.

Two of the provinces, Quebec 
and Nova Scotia, have Legislative 
Councils, In these provinces the 
Legislative Councillors are ap- 
pointed for life by the Executive 
Council. The Legislative Coun- 
cil is very much like the Dominion 
Senate both in the manner of ap- 
pointment and the little power or 
influence which it has, 


In all the provinces but Quebec 
and Nova Scotia the Legislative 
Assembly is the only body which 
passes laws and in the two prov- 
inces where there is another house 
the Assembly is the real govern- 
ing body. Its members are chosen 
by the people for a period which 
is not quite the same in all the 
provinces, but is generally four or 
five years. 


The Yukon Territory is in the 
extreme northwest of Canada, 
When gold was found in the 
Klondike, which is in the Yukon 
Territory, many people went 
there is search of wealth. These 
people, as well as the few who 
were already there were given a 
limited power to make laws for 
themselves. At the head of their 
Government is a Commissioner 
who is appointed by the Domin- 
ion Cabinet. He receives orders 
from the Dominion CaCbinet and 
especially from the Minister of 
the Interior. There is also a small - 
Council of ten members chosen by 
the people and this Council ad- 
vises the Commissioner in his 
work, The Yukon has one mem- 
ber in the House of Commons. 


The part of Canada, not in- 
cluded in the nine provinces, or 
the Yukon is called the Northwest 
Territories, Like the Yukon, they 
are governed by a Commissioner, 
appointed by the Dominion Cabi- 
net, and, like the CoCmmissioner 
in the Yukon, he too takes his 
orders from the Dominion Cabi- 
net, 


The Council in the Northwest 
Territories consists of only four 
members. The country is sparse- 
ly inhabited, and the people wide- 
ly scattered, and so the adminis- 
tration of the law is left to the 
Northwest Mounted Police. 


PARTIES IN CANADA 


Canadians,. like most Anglo- 
Saxons, are born either little Lib- 
erals or little Conservatives. A 
few belong toother parties, but 
they are very few. A_ person 
who votes for a Conservative or a 
Liberal in a Dominion election 
generally votes for a member of 
the same party in a_ provincial 
election,

How Tom Kept the Despatch Dry—Peter Says in the End the 
Swim Killed His Son—Tom’s Mother. 


My previous account of Tom Hourie’s swimming the river 
we,,;80 bald that the following additional note from his father's 
lips¥may well be added. Peter said to me: 


“The Saskatchewan is nearly three-quarters of a mile wide. 
Tom would never have taken General Middleton's message from 
Humboldt but for me. I did not think any other man could 
have swum the river but Tom,and he could not have done it 
except for being such a strong man as he was. My son never 
made any big blow or talk; he did not want to make any brag 
or anything of it. It was the 30th March that Tom swum the 
river. For his services he only got ordinary pay. He got no 
bonus of any kind. The ice was running in the river, and he 
had to open a road through the ice as he went along. 


How did he keep the despatch dry? 


Answer. He made a little raft or cradle of sticks. It was 
“V" shaped. He put his clothes on it. The message was just 
a letter. He cut a hole open in his vest and put in the despatch 
between the lining. From crossing the river Tom got the rheu- 
matism and heart disease. For two years he could hardly walk 
around and did not do any work. At length he got some better, 
but in the end that swimming of the river killed him, and he 
died in the Yukon. His mother took it so much to heart that 
she was never a well woman afterwards. 


Tom was born at the old Hudson's Bay Post at Touch- 
wood Hills. His mother’s maiden name was Sarah Whitford. 
Her parents were both half-breeds. Her grandfather was an 
Englishman named Creamer, whose brother was a doctor. The 
doctor was in the Hudson's Bay Company at Moose Factory, 
Albany and other points. 


General Middleton at Batchoe—Tom Risks His Life to Unmask 
the Rifle Pits 


After carrying his second despatch Tom Hourie joined his 
father with General Middleton's force. We will pass over the 
Fish Creek fight for the present, and come to Batoche. Let 
Peter Hourie tell the tale. Peter said to me at Crooked Lakes: 


‘‘When we got to Batoche nothing could be done for three 
days. The General had gone down to see the enemy rifle pits 


-~ 


’&s well as he could and to see how he could get at them. He 
took me and my son Tom with him, and his own men too. He 
Fent one of his men right over to see if he could see any rifle 
pits. The poor fellow was shot dead. The General then said 
to Tom, ‘Do you think you could manage to get there and see 
anything of these rifle pits?’ ‘Yes,, Tom said. Tom had a 
pretty swift horse. He mounted his horse and he just belted 
through. Some half-breeds were just cooking. They ran away 
from their cooking into their badger hole. Tom raced along the 
bank on his horse for about a mile. He raced along the front of 
the river pits on our side of the river and he did this all under 
fire. They fired at him all the time, but of course the horse was 
too swift and they could not get their shots in well. General 


Middleton laughed. We all laughed. 
“When Tom got back General Middleton said, ‘You got a 


warm reception.’ 
**'Oh yes,’ said Tom, ‘I would not like to try it again.’ 


By Tom drawing the fire from the rifle pits, we knew where 
they were and had to change our plans. The half-breeds were 
now in a devil of a fix. They did not know how to take it. I 
heard Colonel Williams say to his men, ‘Down there we must 
go if not one of us returns.. Down they went, right for Batoche. 
We followed after. Then we heard shots and heard men run- 
ning right across in the town—the little bit of a town.” 


Tom and the Death of Captain French 


“There was Billy Sinclair, one of the transport men. He 
found a rifle and said me (Peter Hourie) ‘See what I've got.’ | 
said, ‘Billy, let me have a spear, and you can have a gun.) We 
ran down to the village, and harboured behind a house. There 
was a second bank, and the enemy had rifle pits there. A soldier 
tried to run across the street to another house. He got a bullet 
and fell over. It was pitiful. Then Captain French got it. 
Tom and Captain French got to Batoche’s house. . Captain 
French poked his gun into the house, through the glass. There 
was a fellow there waiting and watching. He fired back at the 
Captain's arm, and the bullet went right through his heart. 
Captain French said, ‘Well Tom, I'm shot, but never mind, we 
were the first that came here. He was dead in no time. Tom 
was out, racing round from place to place, back and forth. 


Presently, when we were down there, the enemy all ran for 
it, Riel and all them. The men ran from the rifle pits, but the 
women and children were left down there. It was a pretty steep 
bank. I saw one of the enemy, a man named Ross, who had 
been shot. A woman said to me, ‘Did you see my man?’ | 
said, ‘I saw a man lying there shot, it might be him.’ She was 
crying. I went along under the bank and here were the women 
amt children crying to me for help. They said that the soldiers 
Were helping themselves to everything they could get, Oh, it 
was shameful. Whatever money they had, they took it all. | 
went to the General and asked him to send down one of the 
Captains and myself to tell the men not to disturb anything at 
all, and to tell the women they would be looked after and taken 
care of. By and by! got the women all up the bank, and got 
hem in_their tents, and told them nobody should harm them, 
and noBedy did. . 


The General’s White Horse—Tom Despoiled of His Grand- 
mother’s Horse. 


“The same day Tom went over to a stable and found a 
white horse and a buggy. He hitched the horse into the phaeton 


and drove into camp to General Middleton. I have seen a 


picture of General Middleton on a white horse. That was the 
horse Tom got. General Middleton took the horse and used 
to ride it. 


“Tom's grandmother on his mother's side had a lot of 
fine horses. Tom saw some of the horses and took them into 
camp. Bedson, of course, was chief transport officer, and he 
claimed all the horses. Bedson's man wanted to take the horses 
from Tom. Tom said, ‘No, they belong to my grandmother.’ 
The man tried to take the line out of Tom's hand. Tom gave 
him a slap on the mouth and sent him whirling. I heard their 
quarreling, and I said, “Tom. let the horses go. Your life is 
more to me than the damned horses; let them go.’ The horses 
were taken down to Stony Mountain. The government owes 
Tom a thousand dollars today, but now he is dead and gone, 
it is not worth while trying to get it. Davin (M.P. for West 
Assiniboia) tried, but he did not get it. When the time to get 
paid came around Tom was out with General Strange arresting 
Wandering Spirit, Miserable Bear, and the seven in all who 
were hanged in Battleford for the massacre at Frog Lake. He 
was the last man in and when he claimed pay for his teams they 
would not give it him." 


Before leaving finally Tom Hourie’s unparalleled feat of 


_ swimming the Saskatchewan | should like to refer to one feature 


whigh to my mind places this heroic incident, psychologically, in 
a class by itself, Tom was in no sense a combatant. He was 
under no military discipline or compulsion whatever. He had no 
motive of fame or public applause. He was entirely alone, and 
if he failed, and his body was found, perhaps weeks after, ice- 
mangled beyond recognition, no one would know the facts. And 
yet this man, with no eye to witness, no voice to encourage, or 
applaud, in cold blood, naked as he was born, rushed to almost 
certain death to perform a task in which he had no personal in- 
terest. There was no question of patriotism, for he was going 
against his own people, who he knew had been unjustly treated, 
although he also knew that they were acting most unwisely in 
taking up arms. 


What was the motive then actuating this giant representa- 
tive of the mixed race? Simply to please his father. Because 
his father wished him to do this thing he would do it or die. 


Peter Hourie was proud to the core of this. It will be re- 
membered that Peter Hourie at Qu’Appelle Station told General 
Middleton to wire Tom that his father wanted him to go and he 
was not to add a word more. And it was enough. A finer in- 
stance of knightly obedience to a father’s word | do not know. 


I have recorded another incident which shows the great 
sympathetic heart of Tom Hourie. You will remember how the 
half-breed who had lost a son at Fish Creek threw his arms 
around Tom's neck and wept, and how the big giant told his 
father that he felt so much for him that he cried too, Tom's 
ancestry goes back to the Orkney Islands. The Orkney Islands 
were originally settled from Norway. Was Tom one of the 
great Vikings of old come back like Elias? And was it in obe- 
dience to some mystic call from the past that he went up to the 
far north to die?

THE LATE ISAAC COWIE 


Three years ago a man died in Winnipeg to whom the 
people of Western Canada owed a considerable debt, for rescu- 
ing from oblivion certain of the records of the country. This 
man was Isaac Cowie, a former official of the Hudson's Bay 
Company, who devoted the last years of a long life to putting 
on record personal experiences of Western Canada at a time 
before any of us were in the country. 


Mr. Cowie was a native of the Shetland Islands, who came 
by ship to Hudson's Bay sometime about the middle sixties to 
become an apprentice clerk in the service of the Hudson's Bay 
Company. He travelled from York factory to the Red River 
with a brigade of boats and on his arrival at Fort Garry he was 
assigned to duty at Fort Qu’Appelle with the late Archibald 
McDonald. It is notable that the Indian who convoyed him to 
his destination was a man named LeMack. This man had with 
him his wife and family, amongst them was a small boy, who, 
with an old flintlock musket almost as big as himself, kept the 
campfire pot boiling with ducks and prairie chickens along the 
line of march. This youngster was the famous Tom LeMack 
whom many people still living in Saskatchewan will remember 
as a famous scout of the North West Mounted Police. Mr. 
Stewart has told the story of Tom LeMack in these columns 
and how, after tremendous provocation, he killed another In- 
dian and then escaped to the States. He was ten years at large, 
during which time he joined Buffalo Bill's company and visited 
England with that famous western showman. Tom was even- 
tually captured in Montana, brought to Regina, charged with 
murder and sentenced to death, There were, however, extenu- 
ating circumstances and strong representations were made to 
Ottawa to commute the capital punishment. When the news of 
the reprieve reached Regina, Peter McAra, who at that time 
was acting sheriff, in the place of the late J. H. Benson who was 
sick at the time, went down to the Regina jail to tell Tom the 
good news, He found the old Indian sitting in his cell in rather 


a depressed mood. Mr. McAra said to him, “Well Tom, how 
do you feel?" 


“Not very good," said Tom, who spoke English quite well, 
“it's perhaps just as well that | am going to die, I'm getting to 
be an old man and my stomach has gone back on me, | have lived 
my time, and perhaps it is well that | should go now.” 


“Well Tom," said Mr, McAra, “I have just got news from 
Ottawa; they're not going to hang you after all.” 


The depression fell from Tom in a moment. He jumped 
to his feet, snapped his fingers, and despite the clumsy leg irons 
with which he was manacled, succeeded in executing a few steps 
of the Red River jig, shouting all the time the hiy-hiy-hiy- of the 
Indian dance. 


However, this is a digression from Mr, Cowie. He spent 
several years at Fort Qu’Appelle, returning to Scotland for a 
short time about 1870, after which he re-entered the service of 
the company, spending a number of years at some of the remote 
establishments in the far north. 


Not very long ago he published, by subscription, a book 
called ‘The Company of Adventurers," which is of the greatest 
possible interest to all those who are interested in early condi- 
tions on the plains, There is no pretentions to eloquence or 
literary style, but it is an illuminating picture of life on the prai- 
ries when the only inhabitants of the country were the native 
races and a few officers of the Hudson's Bay Company. He

THE FAMINE IN CHINA 


Victims Endure Terrible Suffering

very vivid picture of conditions. 


as he found them in one of the 
many stricken districts. He states 


“Yesterday I visited 15 villag- 
es in the famine area, going into 
the houses of many people, and so 
was able to check up all their 
possessions, | also examined the 
threshing floors to see. what sort 
of food was being prepared. 
watched them, too, at their meals 
and at the same time took note 
of their clothing, as well as the 
number of animals and poultry 
visible. 


“The food for at least 95 per 
cent. in the villages consisted of 
a mixture of bean-pods, millet- 
husks and _ the skin and_ other 
waste parts of the persimmon 
fruit. These various articles of 
food were ground up fine and 
then placed in the sun to dry. 
Out in the fields men and women 
and children were employed in 
gathering a thistle-like weed that 
grows along with the wheat. The 
weeds, along with the mixture 
mentioned above, when _ boil- 
ed together made a thick soup. 
This is the sole diet for the day 
and for every day. 


“To purchase seed wheat the 
villages have disposed of over 
four-fifths of their donkeys and 
cows as well as winter clothing. 
They are now in most places with- 
out cash, 


“In two villages old men and 
old women crouched on the road 
and laid hold of my clothes, re- 
fusing to let me go. A guard of 
two police sent by the county offi- 
cial had to help in getting me 
me away. On all sides women 
held up emaciated children and 
spoke of others that had already 
died from hunger. They are cry- 
ing now for immediate relief, 
What the cry will be when winter 
is on them is not hard to say." 

Since the above was written the 
winter has set in with such results 
as to call for increasing efforts on 
the part of all who wish to help a 
people, who, through no fault of 
theirs find themselves in such an

Realization is never up to anti- 
cipation, Because the material 
of which life is mgde is anticipa- 
tion. 

The one trumpet call to the 
human race, the eternal reveille, 
sounding at every sun-up, is ‘Go

As walking is hut a succession 
of falls forward, so any progress 
is by mistakes. We are continu- 
ally experimenting, and most of 
our experiments are failures. 

But what of it? There will be 
new experiments tomorrow.

the race is slowly growing up, 
that over centuries of time and 
kingdoms of space it is building 
up something. 

Instead of fanciful Utopias let 
us rather try to establish some in- 
telligent Meanwhile.

From Tehchow to Lina- 
sing (100 miles along the Grand 
Canal, in Shantung) not half the 
planted fields will give back the 
grain used to plant them. ‘The 
selling of children is common,” 
continues Mrs, Tallmon. ‘A fine 
little lad, a year old was offered 
for two dollars, and none wanted 
him. A boy of five, whose mother 
had died of cholera, and whose 
father was sick, was led by an old 
beggar woman. She has _ four 
boys of her own, but she said, ‘‘ 
couldn't leave him; his father is 
trying to give him away, and says 
if nobody will feed him he will 
have to throw him in the river.” 
Little children are found desert- 
ed in the streets, and some have 
been rescued from the river.”

This is the season of chores and 
| schemes to reduce them to the 
| minimum of trouble are continu- 
| ally presenting themselves, The 
stable wheel barrow for cleaning 
, out purposes is bolished on some 
farms in favor of a maunre boat 
to which a horse can be hitched 
| and a much larger load of manure 
'hauled away to the pile. The 
boat has the additional advantage 
of being low and easier to fork 
the manure on to. 
| _A few barrels in the stable fill- 
jed with water during the day will 
save the early morning trip to the 
| well at the coldest part of the 24 
hours, especially if the pump de- 
cides to freeze during the night. 
In the latter case the stock will be 
| watered as usual and the thawing 
| out process may be undertaken at 
a more favorable time. 
| Boiled feeds are very beneficial 
to the horses during winter, but 
the boiling of the food is some- 
times a very unpopular task as the 
monopolizing of the kitchen stove 
for this purpose is apt to be re- 
sented at times, By erecting a 
tripod and having a hanging pot 
outside will provide a means of 
utilizing old pieces of otherwise 
useless lumber and brush for fuel 
thus helping to clean up the place 
and at the sametime boil the 
feed without interfering with the 
plans of the farm household.
